And there are 
banners proclaiming “Reform 
Agraria O Muerte.” This is a 
banner with a strange device com- 
pared with those of the past, which 
read “‘Liberty or Death.” 


But if one buys the newspapers 
and puzzles out the Spanish with 
a mind rusty from little use of 
Spanish, one finds the officials 
have noted that difference. There 
is liberty, they say. But they de- 
clare fervently that agrarian 
reform is the revolution and that 
without it liberty cannot endure. 


Fundamental Ills 


The fundamental ills of the new 
republic created in 1902, with its 
overtones of a colonial system, 
produced the Machado and Ba- 
tista regimes, says the Castro 
revolution, This time there will be 
an immediate move to overturn 
the old obstacles.

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower won a victory Thurs- 
day when the Senate approved a 
two-year, two-billion-dollar pro- 
gram for foreign development 
loans requiring financing by Con- 
gress. 


It was a compromise brought 
out by Democratic and Republi- 
can leaders as a substitute for a 
Treasury-financed, five-year, five- 
billion-dollar program backed by 
Chairman J. William Fulbright 
(D-Ark) of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


But while it was written into 
the multibillion-dollar foreign aid 
bill by voice vote, the compro- 
mise did not satisfy Fulbright and 
Sen. Stuart Symington (D-Mo). 


ACCUSES IKE 

Fulbright said Eisenhower had 
forced an end to any effective 
loan program. 


Symington accused the Presi- 
dent of making a switch of 180- 
degrees since advocating financ- 
ing the program through Treasury 
borrowings only two years ago. 


Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson of Texas and Re- 
publican Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois produced the com- 
promise to avoid a fight over the 
whole issue of Treasury financing 
for various government programs. 


The totals in the provision—750 
million dollars for this year and 
1% billion for next year—went be- 
yond Ejisenhower’s request for a 
one-year, 700-million-dollar outlay. 


‘BACK DOOR RAIDING’ 


But Johnson yielded to Eisen- 
hower’s view that the funds should 
come out of congressional appro- 
priations, subject to annual re- 
view. 

The Fulbright proposal for 
Treasury borrowing was de- 
nounced by Dirksen as back door 
Treasury raiding — a charge Re- 
publicans have been making in- 
creasingly a gains t Democratic 
spending proposals. 


The compromise cut the total in 
the foreign aid authorization bill 
from $4,264, 820,000 to $3,914,820,- 
000. The cut represented the. dif- 
ference between the billion dollars 
Fulbright proposed for develop- 
ment loans this year and the 750 
million dollars in the Johnson- 
Dirksen amendment.

ROME—Pope John XXIII in his 
first encyclical Thursday appealed 
to the world’s statesmen to ‘“‘be 
ready to try every approach”’ that 
may lead to international unity 
and peace. 


The encyclical, or ¢ircular let- 
ter to the Roman catholic hierar- 
chy, clergy and faithful through- 
out the world, outlined the pro- 
gram of the new Pope’s pontifi- 
cate. The document of some 11,- 
000 words of latin, an expression 
of the Pope’s teaching mission, 
was issued by the Vatican Thurs- 
day under the official heading: 
“On promoting —under the im- 
pulse of charity—truth, unity and 
peace.” 


Pope John’s first encyclical, ac- 
cording to aides entirely his own 
work, will be known by the first 
words of its Latin text as ‘Ad 
Petri Cathedram” (To the See of 
Peter). 


The encyclical’s obvious encour- 
agement of efforts to explore ave- 
nues bringing contrasting parts of 
mankind closer together was in- 
terpreted by Vatican diplomats as

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Gov. Vandiver Sets 
Mental Health Goal 


The meeting yesterday between Gov. 
Vandiver and the legislative committee on 
mental health was highly productive. 


Gov. Vandiver showed a determina- 
tion to make Georgia one of the top states 
in the nation in the treatment of mental 
illnesses. 

Especially encouraging was the gov- 
ernor’s indication that additional funds 
will be provided, perhaps even more than 
the increase of one million dollars per 
year regarded by the legislative com- 
mittee as the “bare minimum” necessary. 

Another welcome development was 
Gov. Vandiver’s acceptance of an invi- 
tation to visit the Milledgeville State 
Hospital July 9-10 along with subcom- 
mittees from the legislative panel and 
the Advisory Committee on Mental In- 
stitutions. 

This will be followed by tours of the 
state hospital scheduled in September for 
all members of the House and Senate. 


Such inspections will provide the new 
administration of the hospital an excel- 
lent opportunity to present conditions as 
they are. Any efforts to gloss over the 
many needs and deficiencies would be 
self-defeating from the standpoint of 
obtaining the means’ by which to make 
necessary improvements. 


Let the governor and the legislators 
look into every nook and corner of the 
institution under conditions that prevail 
on a normal work day. Let them see the 
results of a century of neglect, the staff 
shortages and the other many deficien- 
cies that now make it imperative for the 
state to build from the bottom in order 
to bring the hospital up to standard. 


In fact, the state is having to build 
from the bottom in practically all phases 
of its new mental health program. 


But at least the problem is receiving 
some of the attention it has long deserved 
and a start has been made. 

Accomplishment of the goal to make/ 
Georgia one of the top states in the na- 
tion in the treatment of the mentally ill 
would be one of the greatest achieve- 
ments of the Vandiver administration.

Polio Season Arrives 
With Cases on Increase 


Summer is here and with it comes 
the polio season. In fact, incidence of 
the disease throughout the nation thus 
far this year is much higher than in 1958. 


By this time last year, 333 persons 
in this country were stricken with polio. 
More than 450 have been stricken this 
year. And the season for the disease’s 
worst ravages is just beginning. 


More than half of those stricken this 
year have the disease in its most paralytic, 
crippling form. And the great majority 
of them had not received the complete 
series of Salk vaccine shots which is 
almost always effective. 


These polio victims are a result of 
carelessness. It is possible to immunize 
almost 100 per cent of the population 
with the vaccine. If there are those who 
cannot afford the shots, public health au- 
thorities should take steps to fill the 
breach. 

Incidentally, the full series of Salk 
vaccine shots requires about two years. 
Formerly only three shots were required. 
Today the U.S. Public Health Service 
recommends four. 


Even one or two injections are better 
than none. Parents should not take 
chances with their children. Adults in 
the age groups likely to be stricken are 
warned that polio can strike anywhere 
at any time.

European countries received almost 40 
per cent of the total. The average Ameri- 
can spent $1,530 for his European trip. 
He spent $875 in Europe and paid $655 
for transatlantic fares. —

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Cravey Needs. More. 
Than His Shakespeare 


Comp. Gen. Zack Cravey, smugly 
basking in the announcement that no 
criminal action is in the offing in con- 
nection with his role in a controversial 
loan by the State Employes Retirement 
System, has turned to Shakespeare. 

“Much ado about nothing” is the way 
Cravey now sees the whole affair. 

How such a reaction can be recon- 
ciled with his action of several weeks 
ago is one of those mysteries that the 
comptroller general hasn’t explained 
away in his double-talk. At that time 
he seconded the motion in which his 
Georgia Industrial Development Admin- 
istration colleagues censured him for his 
“highly unethical” role in the loan fea- 
turing him and four relatives. 

In the final analysis the loan con- 
troversy serves as another example of 
the distinction between what is ethically, 
or morally, wrong and what comprises 
an outright violation of the law. 

Cravey is home free on the latter 
score and is “glad this deal is behind us.”

Atlanta — I think it is about 
time the “leadership’’ of Georgia 
quit trying to confuse the public. 
Regardless of any personal opin- 
ions, the actual effect of any law 
is the interpretation of that law 
by the courts. In 1954 the Su- 
preme Court accepted the argu- 
ment that education by segre- 
gated schools is not equal. Under 
the equal protection clause, segre- 
gated schools are therefore un- 
lawful. 

The proposal to retain segrega- 
public 
schools is a proposal to abolish 
mass public education. Private 
schools have been tried before 
and have always failed to pro- 
vide even minimum education for 
the mass of the people. 


If there is any need in our 
school system today it is for ex- 
panded facilities and greater 
depth. A basic need exists today 
for the establishment of educa- 
tional facilities which will permit 
the movement of labor, displaced 
by machines, into an industrial 
economy. This is particularly true 
of our rural sections which must 
provide jobs for displaced farm 
workers or lose even more of their

A sequence of unorthodox bids 
by South and an aversion on the 
part of West to leading away from 
a major tenace combined to pro- 
duce a swing of fantastic pro- 
portions today. 


The bidding might best be de- 
scribed as a fantasy. For some 
unknown reason South decided to 
suppress his diamond suit in re 
sponding to North’s one club open- 
ing and when he received a spade 
raise he leaped to slam. It was 
his hope that even if his partner 
did not have a heart control 
the opponents might not lead the 
suit and then the concealed dia- 
monds would provide sufficient 
discards. 


The opening lead was the five 
of diamonds. Declarer won with 
the jack, drew the trumps in 
three rounds and ran the dia- 
monds discarding all of dummy’s 
hearts. The jack of clubs was 
cashed and a heart ruffed in 
dummy which was now estab- 
lished. 

In the post-mortem analysis it 
was contended that the diamond 
opening against the slam was 
not well chosen. The bidding 
suggested that the dummy might 
come down with good trumps and 
a strong club holding. The lead 
of the ace of hearts was rec- 
ommended because if declarer 
held the king of hearts, the 
chances of beating the contract 
were slight. 


It will be observed that on a 
more normal sequence of bids, 
North might have become declar- 
er at a game contract in spades 
which can be defeated. A heart 
is opened and after three tricks 
are cashed in that suit, East leads 
a fourth round and West's eight 
of spades will promote a trump 
trick for his partner.

MACON—Georgia has found it- 
self frequently forced to play re- 
luctant host to the meanest mon- 
ster weather can manufacture— 


tornadoes. 


In all cases, the ugly twisters 
have struck with sickening swift- 
ness, with little or no advance 
warning. They have snuffed out 
lives and caused destruction in 
millions of dollars. 


Georgia’s 10 most costly torna- 
does, both in life and property, 
have come in the past 56 years, 
killing well over 300 and causing 
losses of more than 65 million 
dollars. 


SPRING IS WORST 


They took anywhere from 2 to 
203 lives and wiped out property 
in hunks ranging as high as 15 
million dollars. 


The twisters have hit the state 
during every month. However, as 
in other Southeastern states, the 
greatest frequency of Georgia 
tornadoes has been in the spring. 


Approximately 60 per cent of 
the tornadoes reported in Geor- 
gia have occurred in March and 
April. And although they may 
occur at any time of day or night, 
they seem to prefer the after- 
noon. About half of the reported 
tornadoes have come between 
noon and 6 p.m. 


260 SINCE 1896 


Sifce 1896, 260 tornadoes have 
been reported in Georgia, or an 
average of slightly more than 
four a year and there is little 
doubt others struck in isolated 
areas and never were reported. 
On a nationwide basis, the aver- 
age number of tornadoes for a 
year over a 40-year period has

GAINESVILLE WORST 


Georgia’s most disastrous tor- 
nado and: one of the nation’s 
worst weather disturbances (it 
still ranks second nationally as 
the worst single tornado) hit 
Gainesvile and New Holland April 
6, 1936. A total of 203 were 
killed. Property damage was esti- 
mated at 13 million dollars, about 
half of which was in the Gaines- 
ville business district. 


Of the 11 worst ranked Geor- 
gia tornadoes, three struck in the 
twister-conscious areas of Gaines- 
ville and New Holland (Hall 
County). 


They included the 1936 disaster 
and Georgia’s first million-dollar 
tornado and the second worst in 
history of June 1, 1903, when 98 
died. An April 16, 1944, tragedy 
killed 23. Both the 1903 and 1944 
storms caused a million dollars 
damage. 


Although there is little protec- 
tection against a tornado, the 
Weather Bureau through its fore- 
cast and warning system is able 
to alert the public when there 
is a tornado threat.

Recently NBC discussed with 
Schary the possibility of not 
only producing but also writing 
an original one-hour drama.
